Benjamin B. McCormick, arrived there 
first,sat jl o'clock in the morning, and 
larffed”’ Working parties. 

One party went to the site of the Amert- 
can constilate and the other, headed by 
Lieut. MeCormick, went to the north end 
of the town to the spot where the British 
consuiate stood, from where the lieutenant 
could see Mont Pelee. 

He noticed that a huge column of smoke 
and gas was pouring out of the crater in 
a manner similar to the eruption of May 3 
last, 

He thereupon rushed to the site of the 
American consulate and oredered all hands 
to the boats. The American saiiors picked 
up a heavy metallic coffin in a wood case 
containing the remains of the United 
States consul, Thomas T. Prentis, and car- 
ried it to a boat. The American party was 
in imminent danger. 

In the meanwhile the Indefatigable had 
arrived off St. Pierre, but left the shore. 
heading for the sea, blowing her siren. 
At that time a huge stream of molten mat- 
ter was pouring into the sea, raising col- 
umns of steam, and the whole sea was 
hideous, having turned a_ yellow-green 
color, while what was apparently smoke 
was rushing from the mountain. The de- 
tonations were continuous and were ac- 
companied by a fearful storm of lightning, 
thunder and rain. The flashes were of ter- 
rific violence and, during the storm, new 
craters opened in Mont Pelee. Fortunately 
the wind kept the clouds of smoke and 
gas from enveloping the American and 
British warships, or the working party. 

The body o f Mr. Prentiss is now here. 

There will be a funeral service on board 
the United States cruiser Cincinnat! to- 
morrow, the 2th. The burial will take 
place ashore. There will be no special cere- 
mony.

ICyrns Hunter, Three Months Out of the 
Kansas Penitentiary, Tells the Po- 
lice He’s the Real Article—Kid- 
napers Disguised" Him by 
Changing His Face He Says. 


Cyrus Hunter, three months out of the 
Kkansas penitentiary at Lansing, walked 
into the office of Assistant Chief of De- 
tectives James H. Smith Tuesday afternoon 
and quietly announced: 

“I am Charile Ross." 

Chief Smith as quietly remarked: 

“Glad to see you, Charlie. I thought 
at first you were.Pat Crowe.”’ 

“Mr. Ross'’ drew from his pocket a pen- 
clled manuscript of about 6000 words or five 
columns of the Post-Dispatch, wherein he 
had set forth with elaborate detail, his 
kidnaping 28 years ago, which might be 
entitled, ‘My appoetepnce as I Imagine 
It; or, How My Pipe Went Out.’’ 

Under the name of Cyrus Hunter the 
claimant was sent to the Kansas prison 
two years ago from Guthrie, O. for 
burglary, the territory having no peniten- 
tiary of its own. 

He was identified at headquarters yester- 
day as the ex-convict by a man who saw 
him while on a visit to the Lansing tnsti- 
tution last fall, and to whom, at the time, 
he declared himselfto be _ the_lon-lost 
Charlie. 

For two weeks past, Hunter says, he nas 
been employed in the kitchen of the I. X. L. 
restaurant at 2319 Olive street. 

He said that he expected to depart Tues- 
day night for Philadelphia, to carry out a 
long-cherished ambition to prove his alleged 
identity. 

They Changed 

His Face. 

Charlie Ross was a beautiful ehild.- Hunter 
“doesn't handsome’ to any vast extent, as 
his photograph proves. He has a hooked 
nose which, he explains in his manuscript, 
was the result of an operation made short- 
ly after the abduction. , 

He writes that he was put under the in- 
fluence of an anesthetic and a false bridge 
was inserted in his nose. 

According to Hunter's story, he is the 
boy known as Charlie Ross, but not the 
real Charlie. He says he was substituted 
for Charlie in the Ross family, being first 
abducted from his home in Germany, and 
that the real son of Mr. and Mrs. Ross 
disappeared before the world-famous kid- 
naping. 

Hunter says he was taken first to a town 
about eight hours’ drive from home, then to 
Dunkirk, N. Y., then to to 8t. Vincent's 
Orphan Asylum in Cleveland, O., where ne 
remained eight years. 

In his manuscript he narrates how he 
lay awake—a baby of 4 years—in his bed 
at “home,’’ and heard his nurse and two 
hackmen, in a rear room, plotting his ab- 
duction. 

The records of the Kansas penitentiary 
give Hunter's age as 2%. If that record be 
correct, he was sonaeee about two years 
prior to his birth, which, in itself, is re- 
markable.

HAVANA, May 20.—The republic of Cuba 
was born at noon today. 

The United States transferred to Presi- 
dent T. Estrada Palma the governmental 
authority and received a receipt acknowl- 
edging the honorable acquittal of their 
trust. 

Senor Palma attached his signature to a 
document as President of the Cuban repub- 
lic after an exchange of congratulations, 
and the veteran Gen. Gomez ascended to 
the roof of the palace, where he was ac- 
corded a great reception. 

Gen. Wood personally lowered the Amer- 
ican colors, which were saluted, and with 
his own hands hoisted the Cuban flag, as 
an act of the United States, Gomez as- 
sisting. 

Gen. Wood and his staff and the American 
troops embarked immediately after. the 
hoisting of the Cuban flag and the Amer- 
ican ships steamed out of the harbor. 

The exercises were in keeping with the 
theories of republican simplicity. 

All the United States troops on the is- 
land participated in the ceremonies. 

Soon as the program was ended they 
were taken to the transports in the harbor 
for return to the United States. 

Only those who will be at the naval sta- 
tions remained. 

The only places at which the American 
flag is seen this afternoon are the naval 
stations. 

Outside these stations the American 
forces are amenable to the civil laws of the 
island.

GREATER THAN ON MAY 8. 
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TWO DARING MEN EXPLORE THE 
FIERY CRATER. 


Crescent Shape and 1170 Feet in Cir- 
cumference—St. Pierre Will Not 
Be Rebuilt—Child’s Story 
of th Disaster. 


sT. THOMAS, D. W. L, May %.—At 6 
o'clock this morning heavy detonations 
were heard from the southeast, the direc- 
tion in which Martinique lies, surpassing 
those of May 8 the day Mont Pelee ex- 


ploded and destroyed St. Pierre. 
It is feared that another violent eruption 


has taken place.

DOMINICA, B. W. IL, May 2. 

Mayor Ferdinand Clerc, the man who 
witnessed the destruction of St. Pierre from 
Morne Rouge, and who narrowly escaped 
from the doomed city with his family only 
an hour before it was destroyed, succeeded 
Saturday in. reaching the mouth of the 
crater on Mont Pelee. 

Engineer de Chancel accompanied him 
with scientific instruments. 

They returned safely from their perilous 
trip and M. Clere told mé@ that the crater 
is on the windward side of the island near- 
est St. Pierre. 

It is crescent shaped and measures 1170 
feet, or about a quarter of a mile, in cir- 
cumference. 

The lake at the mouth of the crater has 
disappeared. 

They saw no lava, but small fissures 
were emitting vapor 1500 feet below the cra- 
ter. 

Upon reaching the top the two men were 
thrown from their horses by an electrical 
shock, but persisted in their investigations 
of the crater. 

Reports from the interior of the island 
Say that a severe earthquake shock Sat- 
urday night drove people to the town of 


‘Presseire and two other small villages ly- 


ing to the northeast of St. Pierre. 

St. Pierre will never be inhabited again. 

No attempt will be made to reclaim or 
rebuild what was less than two weeks ago 
the most beautiful and picturesque city in 
the West Indies. 

A heavy rainstorm this morning over 
Martinique cleaned the hills and valleys 
adjoining St. Pierre. 

As the Longfellow steamed by on the 
way to Dominica I saw that the rain had 
washed the yellow volcanic dust from the 
trees, bringing out the rich green follagé 
and the beautiful colors of the millions 
of ‘orchids.

She presented a most pathetic figure. 
The child was terribly burned. The end 
of her nose is burned off and her face is 
disfigured. Both arms, too, are fearfully 
burned. 

The lacerated wounds were being dressed 
when I called: to see her. She is greatly 
the loss of her parents. 
Bhe is all alone in the world now. 

“I lived at 49 Twelfth street, Brooklyn, 
with mamma,” little Margaret said to me. 
“We came away from there in the ship 
and were going to.

I saw some really terrifying sights in 
the military hospHals at Fort de France. 
Several wen were literally burned to pieces, 
but were still living. The whole side of the 
face of one man was gone, but his sight was 
still preserved. 

Among the patients in this hospital I 
found Charles C. Evans of Montreal and 
John G. Morris of 139 Luquer street, Brook- 
lyn, who were both firemen on the Roraima. 

They were terribly burned, but were bear- 
ing their suffering bravely. Both men were 
badly burned on their arms and the upper 
parts of their bodies were scarred and 
seared by the red hot volcanic dust. 

They will be unable to use their hands 
for months and possibly they may never re- 
cover the use of them. 


However, they will always have the proud 
record of having saved little Margaret 
Stokes. Her nurse said to me, in speaking 
of these men and of the other Americans 
on the Roraima: 

“The Americans showed no fear. If the 
natives had helped as they did, we would 
have saved the ship.” 

Evans and Ben Benson, the engineer of 
the Roraima, have recovered sufficiently to 
leave the hospital today, but they are far 
from well.

PELEE ALARMED THE POPULACE 


Showed Signs of Renewed Activity, 

but Soon Quieted Down, Without 
Doing Any Damage.

FORT DE FRANCE, May 2%.—There has 
been no further eruption of Mont Pelee 


since Monday morning, although the smoke 
continues to pour out of the crater and the 
volcanic dust still falls at intervals. 

The people here and elsewhere on the 
northern portion of the island were greatly 
frightene Saturday night and unday 
morning at the signs of renewed activity 
of the volcano, but they are quieting down 
now and the excitement has greatly abated. 
Three robbers of the dead have been shot 
by the soldiers at St. Pierre. They were 
killed when caught in the act of stripping 
valuables from dead les. 

Consul Ayme has been ordered by the 
state department at Washington to super- 
vise fhe distribution of the supplies sent by 
the United States government and the peo- 
ple of the United States. 

The authorities here tell me that enough 
supplies have come to supply all needs un- 
less there should be another eruption and 
the island be further devastated. 

Six hundred bodies were burned by the 
soldiers and the burying parties at St. 
Pierre today. 

The cremation of the bodies will continue 
as rapidly as the conditions will allow. 
The body of the late Thomas T. Prentis, 
the American consul who perished with his 
family at St. Pierre. has been recovered by 
Consul Ayme. It will be interred here wit 
military honors.

Both men looked supremely happy, and 
waved a smiling farewell to their friends.

It is intimated that the United States au- 
thorities may swear out a warrant upon 
another charge, and that the right of Judge 
Andrews to issue the writs of habeas 
corpus may be questioned, and may even 
be carried to the Privy Council at the foot 
of the throne. 

It is said there will be bonfires in Quebec 
to celebrate the return of the prisoners. 
The customs authorities at Quebec seized 
the tug Spray, which had conveyed Gaynor 
and Greene to Montreal Thursday, for ille- 
gally carrying passengers.

MISSOURI'S BATTLESHIP GIFT. 


Having ‘nvestigated the subject thorough'y,. the St. Louis 
Artists’ Guild has come to the conclusion that the best form 
of memorial which Missourians can give to the battleship Mis 
sour! i« a ship's bell. 

The reasons for this decis! seem satisfactory. Until a few 
years ago the conventional gifts were punch bowls ard silver 
services, but of late there hAs been a change. As ex-Secretary 
Long pointed out tn his lettf#r, the movable article of tab eware 
must be kept under lock d key and benefits only the officers. 
Admira! Bowles, chief of the conetruction bureau, advised strong- 
ly against such a gift and his op!xion was supported by the naval 
officers in his department. It is generally recognized that the 
sliver service, punch bow! or other table article or decoration !s 
a@ gift to the officers’ meesroom rather than to the battleship; the 
men never use or see it. Something attached to the ship and 
intimately connected with the life of the officers and men is the 
condition suggested by the navy department. 

The ship's bell meets this condition. It marks the division of 
hours and the duties of the men. It can be designed and con- 
strueteé@ in the highesf form of art, with work in relief showing 
the purpose and the source of the memorial.

A beautiful, sweet-toned bell would be useful, 
and appropriate It would frequently remind the 
of the great state of Misscuri. 

The cost of a handsome bell would not exceed $7500. It is to 
be hoped that Gov.

MAKING BASEBALLS. 

The. process of making baseballs on a 
wholesale plan is a rather interesting 
one, consuming in a single season some- 
thing like 8000 skins. he scrapings from 
the shoe factories, of which the ‘raw” balls 
are moulded, are stored in cellars of about 
one acre area, and from this material the 
balls are shaped by hand. 

According to quality, the ball 
by a few or several dozen 
cord. The “raw” balls are placed in 
automatic moulds, shaping the ball and 
at the same time pressing out all moisture, 
to the tune of three hundred gross « day. 
One employe wil! shape as many as 4000 
of these raw balls In a single working day, 
says the Cincinnati! Commercia] Tribune. 

The newly pressed balls are then sorted 
and allowed to dry out for a period of 
from three to four weeks, when their 
weight is reduced to nerhaps five ounces. 
Something like two hundred of these twine- 
bound leather balls can be found in the 
bins at all times. 

In the meantime the skin covers for the 
balls have been seasoned and dressed on 
the floor below, and as a last Stage in the 
process, rubbed back and forth against an 
upright blade, tc take cut all kinks in 
the skins by hand and sewn around the 
balls by women. Each woman is expected 
to finish fifteen dozen balls dally. From 
every skin from fifteen to thirty pairs of 
covers are obtained. 

All in all, it takes about six weeks to 
turn out @ baseball, and the prices of the 
product will vary from 3 cent4 to $1.25. The 
largest sales are of the 5-cent balls.

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Use any. sort of bowl or dish for mixing 
so it is clean and large enough to stir with- 
out slopping. Cream sugar and batter 
together with a spoon or the hands until 
itis creamy. Beat eggs thoroughly before 
adding, either yolks and whites separate 
or together. I can see no difference in re- 
sult either way. One teaspoon of baking 
powder or one of.cream of tartar and one- 
half of soda is enough for an ordinary size 
sheet of cake (one cup of sugar, one-half 
of butter, two or three eggs). 
two or three times for fine grained cake and 
add a little at a time when mixing. 
baking powder is used, 
sifted the last time, add and sift with it. 
If cream of tartan and soda is used add 
cream of tartar to the flour, stir soda in 
milk or water, whichever is used. Use bak- 
ing powder when using sweet milk always, 
or can be used with cold water. Use cream 
of tartar and soda together with sweet 
milk or cold water. Use soda with sour 
milk. 
Mixing the Cake. 

If cake calls for sweet milk and molasses, 
one can use soda alone, as the molasses 
causes the soda to rise, which it would not 
do if sweet milk and sugar were used. 
One rounded teaspoon of baking powder or 
one level teaspoon of cream of tartar and 
one-half level teaspoon of soda are equal. 
Always use just half the amount of soda 
as of cream of tartar, viz.: one of cream 
of tatar, one-half ef soda. Use soda in hot 
or cold water, sour milk or molasses, cream 
of tartar in sweet milk or with water 
(cold). Use baking powder with sweet 
milk or cold water. 

In mixing cake, .ceam, butter and sugar, 
add eggs, then milk, then flour and raising 
powder. If molasses is used, add before 
the flour, rub currants, raisins, citron, etc., 
in flour and add last thing; add flavoring 
last also. Always use a pinch of salt (about 
one-half teaspoon).
